That, sonndi 
too much like a gift or a present froa 
the government. It merely asks the 
government to assist the ei-s«rl« 
uibn" in overcoming some of the finan- 
cial disadvantages Incidental ta bit 
military or naval service. 


"It asks that each of the four fea- 


tures suggested shall only he •» lib- 
eral "as is consistent with tne welfare 
of the whole country. The Anwncia 
Legion asks nothing In it* adash in- 
terest* at the expense of the country, 
hut at the same time doea not fed 
that -this obligation to ex-service me* 
and women should be altogether fnps- 
ed by at this time and all economiz- 
ing done at the expense of tke ex-serf- 
Ice men. 
' "If legislation Is wisely framed cov- 
ering land settlement, home aid and 
vocational training. " every dollar in- 
vested by the government will bring 
ultimately great. raturnv to the country 
by making the ex-service man a better 
citlxen and greater producer ac<t will 
Increase the wealth nf the a*tlna.'
